THE generosity of the North¬ 
ampton people has been 
praised by poppy appeal offi¬ 
cials as a staggering £100,000 
was raised at last year's ap¬ 
peal.

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Drug treatments 


fail, report finds 


MAJOR concerns 
about the treatment 
of serious drug addicts 
in Northamptonshire 
have been raised by of¬ 
ficials. 

Members of Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council 
met yesterday to discuss 
a year-long investigation into 
the treatment of the coun¬ 
ty’s most serious drug 
addicts. 

The report claims support 
services in the county are 
too focused on ‘stabilising’ 
people’s conditions, by treat¬ 
ing them with prescribed 
drugs such as methadone, 
rather than working to get 
them off illegal substances 
such as heroin and cocaine. 

The report’s author, Coun¬ 
cillor Mark Bullock (Lab, 
Corby Central ) said the in¬ 
vestigation had been one of 
the most difficult he had car¬ 
ried out in more than a dec¬ 
ade at County Hall. 

He said: “We found virtu¬ 
ally no evidence that suc¬ 
cessful rehabilitation is tak¬ 
ing place. It really was as 
bad as that.” 

The study, which was car¬ 
ried out between September 
2009 and August this year, 
found there were about 3,600 
‘problematic drug users’ in 
the county, who are long¬ 
term users of drugs such as 
heroin and cocaine. 

It found just under half 
were in some form of treat¬ 
ment and the majority were 
in the 30- to 35-year-old age 
bracket. 

The report also revealed 


a massive 40 per cent of the 
problem drug users lived in 
Northampton, compared to 
12 per cent in Corby, nine 
per cent in Wellingborough 
and 39 per cent in the rest of 
the county. 

Councillor Bullock said 
while some of the problem 
users received treatment, it 
was too focused on stabilis¬ 
ing their condition rather 
than helping them kick 
drugs altogether. 

He added: “We found lots 
of good and professional 
people working very hard, 
but we found little evidence 
of any successful rehabilita¬ 
tion taking place. 

“We feel the people of 
Northamptonshire are enti¬ 
tled to expect drug rehabili¬ 
tation services to actually 
help people get off drugs, not 
just maintain them in the 
place they are.” 

The report includes in¬ 
formation which suggests 
many drug users need to 
acquire goods with a value 
of £150 a day to support even 
a modest habit and claims 
drug use can become ‘virtu¬ 
ally an occupation’ for some 
people. 

Members of the council 
are expected to call for an 
‘urgent re-engineering’ of re¬ 
habilitation services when 
they meet tomorrow, with 
a move away from simply 
maintaining and stabilising 
addicts. 

They will also call for the 
regular publication of fig¬ 
ures showing how many 
drug addicts in the county 
have been rehabilitated.

Busy road 
set to shut

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HUNDREDS of music 
fans have paid tribute 
to a Northamptonshire 
musician who died 
tragically after perform¬ 
ing at a sell-out Belgian 
music festival. 

Former Yelvertoft resident 
Charles Haddon, aged 22, 
died after apparently plung¬ 
ing from a 60ft mobile phone 
mast he had climbed back- 
stage after performing at the 
Pukkelpop festival. 

The body of the lead singer 
of pop group Ou Est Le Swim¬ 
ming Pool was found in the 
festival’s car park and Bel¬ 
gian police have said they 
were treating his death as 
suicide. 

Following the tragedy, the 
remaining members of the 
group said in a statement: 
“We are all so deeply sad¬ 
dened to confirm that our 
friend Charlie Haddon passed 
away on Friday 20th August. 

“The London three piece 
were in Europe playing a 
number of festivals before 
embarking on a tour of Aus¬ 
tralia as part of the Parklife 
festival next month. Charles 


Alexander Haddon R.I.P.” 

The group also thanked 
fans for their messages of 
support, which have includ¬ 
ed hundreds of tributes on 
the band’s Facebook and My 
Space websites. 

One fan who was at the 
Belgian festival said: “I still 
can’t believe it, I was really 
in shock when I heard he had 
died. He was a great artist 
and he gave a very nice last 
show. 

“I enjoyed it very much 
along with everyone there.” 

Mr Haddon, who was 
a former pupil of Rugby 
School, moved to London in 
2008, where he met the other 
members of Ou Est Le Swim¬ 
ming Pool. 

The group released their 
debut single Dance the Way I 
Feel in 2009 followed by These 
New Knights and Jackson’s 
Last Stand this year. 

They were due to release 
their debut album Christ Died 
for Our Synths in October. 

Speaking from their 
Yelvertoft home, his family 
this week told newspapers 
they were too distraught to 
talk about their loss.

drug arrests 



THE number of canna¬ 
bis factories being closed 
across Northamptonshire 
has increased by 150 per 
cent in the last two years, a 
police report has revealed. 

The report, by the Association 
of Chief Police Officers (ACPO), 
also revealed that, since 2007, 
some of the biggest hauls of can¬ 
nabis across the country have 
been discovered within the coun¬ 
ty’s borders. 

It shows 67 hi-tech cannabis 
growing facilities were closed in 
Northamptonshire during the 
past 12 months. In 2007/08 police 
closed 27 factories and in 2008/09 
they closed 41. 

In the past month a cannabis 
factory, with drugs worth an es¬ 
timated £500k, was discovered in 
a canal-side cottage near Weedon, 
while a 13-year-old boy was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of being a 
“gardener” at a factory in Pilton 
Close, Rectory Farm. 

In 2009, drugs worth a stagger¬ 
ing £1 million were discovered 
growing in a former bakery in St 
James Park Road. 

The report found organised UK 
gangs were now muscling in on 
the multi-million pound business 
by “associating with South East 
Asian people in the organisation 
and management of factories”. 


People arrested at cannabis fac¬ 
tories, the so-called “gardeners”, 
are often illegal immigrants from 
Vietnam or China trafficked into 
the country for up to £10,000. 

Det Insp Elliot Foskett, from 
Northamptonshire Police, said 
increase in detection of cannabis 
farms was “a really encouraging 
sign and demonstrates our com¬ 
mitment to catching those who 
bring cannabis into our commu¬ 


nities”. He said: “This success 
is in no small part down to the 
fact that more members of the 
public than ever before are com¬ 
ing forward with information 
about these illegal so-called 
farms. 

“The level of publicity around 
cannabis cultivation is also a 
factor and has meant that more 
members of the community know 
what to look out for.”

‘We’re winning the war!’ 


County council confident 
after pothole campaign 


THE war on potholes is being 
won since a change in strate¬ 
gy four months ago by North¬ 
amptonshire County Council, 
the authority has claimed. 

Highway workers have cut the 
number of potholes reported by 
more than half and reduced a back¬ 
log caused by two harsh winters by 
85 per cent after County Hall gave 
them more time to complete repairs. 

Debbie Thorne, deputy head of 
transport and highways, said: “At 
the moment the initial results are 
promising and we are cautiously op¬ 
timistic.” 

Before councillors relaxed the 
deadline for urgent repairs from 24 


hours to five days in April, 60 per 
cent of repairs were temporary. Now 
94 per cent of repairs are permanent 
or semi-permanent. 

Mrs Thorne said: “This represents 
a far better use of taxpayers money 
and our resources, and means that 
those same potholes do not keep open¬ 
ing up and causing a nuisance.” 

Reports of urgent repairs have fall¬ 


en steadily from 650 in June to 300 in 
August, although this may be partly 
a result of reduced road use over the 
summer. The council used to repair 
all potholes within a month. Work¬ 
ers now have six months to repair 
less serious potholes, although 60 per 
cent are still fixed within 30 days. 

Reports of less serious potholes 
are down almost two-thirds, from 


2,000 in May to 700 in August. 

Mrs Thorne also said the county 
council was working to prevent 
faults before they happen through 
its ‘Invest to Save’ policy. 

By the end of this week workers 
will have treated 16 miles of small 
roads on estates with a thin layer 
of asphalt to protect them from wa¬ 
ter and a further 17 miles with ad¬ 


ditional surface dressing. They will 
have also resurfaced 20 miles of foot¬ 
paths. 

Despite this, Mrs Thorne said it 
would take “years” to return the 
county’s roads to a good standard: 
“Our first priority is to halt any 
further deterioration and maintain 
a steady state. Once this has been 
achieved we will be able to provide a 
programme for improving the condi¬ 
tion of the road system.” At least five 
other county councils are following 
the progress of Northamptonshire’s 
new strategy. Mrs Thorne said the 
raw figures, only give an initial in¬ 
dication of the strategy’s success. 
A full report on the strategy will be 
published in September.

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Penny Black under hammer 


IT cost only one old penny to 
send to Northamptonshire, 
but now 170 years later the 
Victorian envelope featuring a 
Penny Black postage stamp is 
set to fetch up to £180 at an 
auction. 

The envelope, simply addressed to 
the Rev William Thornton, Dodford, 
Northamptonshire, is one of the ear¬ 
liest envelopes, featuring an adhesive 
postage stamp, posted to the county. 

It was sent from Norfolk on Octo¬ 
ber 30, 1840, just six months after the 
launch, on May 6, 1840, of Britain’s 
first adhesive postage stamp, the Pen¬ 
ny Black. 

Now it is coming up for sale at 


Spink in Bloomsbury, London, on 
September 9, when it is expected to 
fetch between £150 and £180. 

It would have been worth hundreds 
of pounds more, if it had been posted 
in May 1840, the month of the Penny 
Black’s launch. 

The envelope is among a 
number of Victorian philatel¬ 
ic treasures put up for sale by 
one of Britain’s richest men, the 
multi-millionaire meat and property 
baron, Lord Vestey, 69, affectionately 
known in gossip columns as “Spam” 
Vestey because of his links to the 
meat trade. 

He and his family are worth an es¬ 
timated £750 million, according to the 
2010 Sunday Times Rich List. 


Northampton station did not open 
until December 1881, while Daven- 
try station did not open until 1888, 
so Lord Vestey’s envelope probably 
travelled to Dodford by horse-drawn 
mail coach or wagon. 

The Penny Black was not only Brit¬ 
ain’s first adhesive postage stamp. 

It was also one of the shortest-lived 
stamps and was replaced the follow¬ 
ing year, in February 1841, by the 
Penny Red. 

The Dodford Penny Black is one of 
the better, neater ones and has what 
auctioneers Spink call “good to very 
large margins” which is good news 
for collectors.

“I’m delighted to be joining ESPN at such an excit¬ 
ing time as it prepares to be the lead UK TV broad¬ 
caster of Premiership rugby.” 

The rest of the ESPN team includes former Eng¬ 
land players Austin Healey, Ben Kay, commentator 
Nick Mullins and reporter Sarra Elgan.

MOTORISTS were warned to 
be on their guard last week¬ 
end as police launched an 
undercover crackdown tar¬ 
geting drivers who continue 
to flout the law. 

Drivers who were not wearing 
a seatbelt, using a mobile phone, 
drink-driving or speeding were the 
target for a team of officers circling 
Northamptonshire in unmarked 
police cars today, as part of a bid to 
highlight the dangers of the ‘fatal 
four’. 

The offences are widely believed 
to be the four main causes of ac¬ 
cidents on the county roads and 
police are keen to clamp down on 
motorists who continue to break 
the law. 

Pc David Lee from the Operations 
Tactical Unit was leading the op¬ 
eration and he said: “We were out across 
the county in both marked and unmarked 
cars tackling those people who insist on 
breaking the law while driving. 

“We are determined to tackle those 
people who do not abide by the law while 
driving, potentially putting their own and 
other people’s lives at risk.” 

A similar operation earlier this month 
spotted 70 drivers found breaking the law 
while a further 66 offences were recorded 
at an event in July. 

Pc Lee added: “I think the message is 



starting to get through about not using 
mobile phones, and it is seen as far less 
socially acceptable to do this now.” 

Drivers who are stopped will be given 
leaflets explaining why they had been 
stopped and stating how many people had 
been killed and injured on the county’s 
roads. 

Pc Lee said: “This operation is all 
about saving lives. We want to reduce 
the number of people seriously injured or 
killed on the roads and, with campaigns 
like this over the past couple of years, we 
are doing that.”

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Libraries in 
need of IT 
upgrades 


THE wait for an upgrade 
to all library computers in 
the county is leaving visi¬ 
tors frustrated with slow, 
inefficient internet access, 
it has been claimed. 

The out-of-date system 
leaves users frequently 
faced with a frozen screen 
and waiting minutes for 
pages to load throughout 
their 20 minute internet 
session, at a cost of £1. 

At the central library 
in Northampton’s Ab- 
ington Street, users are 
unable to carry out sim¬ 
ple tasks like opening an 
email attachment, down¬ 
loading a PDF file or use 
popular webpages such as 
social networking site Fa- 
cebook effectively. 

But the slow service is 
set to be addressed within 
the next few weeks when 
an upgraded computer 
system will be installed at 
all 36 libraries across the 
county by Northampton¬ 
shire County Council. 

A spokeswoman for 
the council, which runs 
Northamptonshire’s li¬ 
brary service, confirmed: 
“We are aware of these is¬ 
sues and are in the process 
of delivering an upgraded 
computer system for our 
libraries. 

“This system will be fast¬ 
er, more reliable and more 
modern but there are still 
some technical issues that 
have to be overcome before 


it is up and running. 

“We anticipate that 
these issues will be solved 
in the next few weeks and 
then work can go ahead 
to get this system in place 
for our customers. In the 
meantime, our staff are 
working hard to help cus¬ 
tomers wherever possible 
and we apologise for the 
inconvenience. ” 

The computer service is 
available to the public at 
most libraries throughout 
the county, and is free on 
Fridays. But users have 
expressed frustration that 
relatively simple tasks 
which are standard proce¬ 
dures on the vast majority 
of home computers are a 
major problem on the li¬ 
brary computers. 

One visitor, who asked 
not to be named, said: 
“It’s a joke. It’s meant to 
be 2010 yet you can’t even 
open a PDF file on the li¬ 
brary’s computer system. 
Some people need access 
to these to download job 
application forms but they 
are having to give up be¬ 
cause of the shortcomings 
of the technology. It’s pa¬ 
thetic.” 

The news comes as the 
council has become the first 
library service in the East 
Midlands to achieve the 
Customer Service Excel¬ 
lence standard, which re¬ 
quires a high standard of li¬ 
brary and archive services.

Honda CR-z 
road test 


H YBRID cars are very commend¬ 
able and all that but most of the 
examples we’ve seen so far have 
been about as much fun as a stubbed 
toe, causing keen drivers to fear for 
the very future of the motorcar. Do 
environmentally-friendly vehicles 
have to forgo any semblance of ex¬ 
citement? Honda says no and backs 
up its opinion with the CR-Z coupe, 
the hybrid that people without hemp 
sandals and a lentil-based diet will 
want to drive. 

Honda has brought us a hy¬ 
brid coupe before but the faintly 
futuristic and thoroughly odd first 


generation Honda Insight was a far, 
far cry from the CR-Z. If we dip a 
little deeper into the annals of Honda 
history, it’s possible to dredge-up a 
vehicle that’s far more in-touch with 
where this model is coming from. 
The CR-X was a fun-packed little 
sports car that captured the hearts 
of UK buyers in the 80s and carried 
more than a passing resemblance to 
the CR-Z of today. 

With its compact dimensions, two- 
door layout and wedge-shaped pro¬ 
file, not to mention the distinctively 
flat rear end with split tailgate glass, 
the CR-Z looks for all the world like a 


CR-X for the modem era. Honda puts 
its hands up to the visual similarity 
and to at least some crossover in 
concept between the two cars. It’s 
pitching the CR-Z as a coupe that 
combines vibrant looks and thrilling 
handling with affordability and a 
real green conscience. With similar 
ideas behind it, the CR-X can’t ex¬ 
actly have been on-message amid all 
that 1980s excess but the CR-Z sounds 
perfect for the times we’re in now. 

The Honda Integrated Motor As¬ 
sist (IMA) hybrid powertrain in the 
CR-Z is based around a 1.5-litre petrol 
engine with Honda’s free-revving 


i-VTEC variable valve timing tech¬ 
nology and 112bhp. It’s assisted by 
a 14bhp electric motor and together 
they produce maximum power of 
122bhp at 6,000rpm with 174Nm of 
torque at just l,500rpm. The 0-60mph 
sprint takes just over 10 seconds and 
the top speed is 124mph, so this isn’t 
the fastest compact coupe around. 

Where the CR-Z starts to get re¬ 
ally clever is with its 3-Mode Drive 
System. This is basically a way of 
adapting the IMA hybrid technology 
according to the driver’s prefer¬ 
ences. There are Sport, Normal and 
Economy modes that are selected 


through rocker switches adjacent 
to the steering wheel. They change 
the parameters of the IMA sys¬ 
tem, the throttle mapping and the 
power steering assistance to give 
greater performance or efficiency as 
required. In Sport mode, the electric 
more acts almost like a supercharger 
adding extra muscle under accelera¬ 
tion. The CR-Z is also unusual in that 
it matches its hybrid powertrain 
to a six-speed manual gearbox and 
anyone who’s driven a Civic Type-R 
or an S2000 will appreciate Hon¬ 
da’s record when it comes to great 
manual shifters.

That saw Town take the 
penalty honours 4-2 and book 
their place into the third 
round. It also left their man¬ 
ager feeling delighted, but 
with a typical tinge of under¬ 
statement. 

“It was exciting wasn’t it?” 

Sampson quipped. “I was de¬ 
lighted because we kept com¬ 
ing back and coming back 
from going behind, we never 
gave up. 

“This is a young squad and 
a lot of the young players re¬ 
ally put in performances to¬ 
night alongside a few older 
heads.” 

The manager also con¬ 
firmed he always knew his 
team would prevail in a 
shoot-out, even though they 
had not practised penalties 
in the build-up to the match. 

“Of course I knew we’d 
win it if we got it to penal¬ 
ties,” said Sampson, whose 
team were on target through 
Andy Holt, Thornton and a 
Matt Mills own goal. “I was 
confident because our pen¬ 
alty takers are all good. 

“We didn’t practice them 
because I don’t think you can 
ever recreate the situation of 
a game when you’re taking 
them. 

“It becomes a bit of a lot¬ 
tery when you get into the 
shoot-out but I suppose you 
could say we had a bit of 
momentum going into it be¬ 
cause of the way we finished 
the game.

Ford is 
starting 
to motor 
for Jim 

SAINTS boss Jim Mallinder says new 
fly-half Joe Ford is already putting pres¬ 
sure on England squad members Stephen 
Myler and Shane Geraghty for the number 
10 shirt. 

Signed from Leeds in the summer, the 
20-year-old is tipped as a star of the fu¬ 
ture, and while Geraghty and Myler have 
had an extended break because of their 
England tours, Ford has been quietly im¬ 
pressing the management. 

And on Monday night Ford put in an 
immaculate kicking display as Saints 
beat Championship side Nottingham. 
The young fly-half landed four out of four 
kicks and kicked superbly out of hand as 
well. 

With just over a week to go to the Aviva 
Premiership opener against champions 
and east midlands rivals Leicester, Ford is 
in pole position to take the fly-half starting 
role. 

Mallinder said: “Joe is already putting 
Myler and Geraghty under pressure in 
terms of training. He has had the added 
benefit of being here from the start of pre¬ 
season whereas the other two lads have 
been away with England for longer. 

“It has been really good for him, he has 
had to get straight in there and in a way 
start as our number one 10. 

“The other lads have come back and 
are putting pressure on each other, it can 
only be a good thing for the squad.” 

Myler and Geraghty will have one last 
chance to impress in the final pre-season 
game against new Magners League outfit 
Aironi on Friday night. 

But Mallinder revealed he has admired 
Ford for quite a while after he burst on to 
the scene last season. 

“I have watched him quite a lot,” said 
Mallinder. “Dusty Hare has always been 
a big fan of him. He has got a good game 
understanding, he knows how to run a 
game. 

“It is not all about him, but it is actually 
about how he can bring his forwards and 
backs into play. He has good distribution 
and a very good kicking game - he is just 
a good player.”
